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Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed September 1 1 , 2006, have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the rejection of the independent claims is inappropriate, because in 
the present invention, "The picture image conversion means converts the picture whose 
distortion has already been eliminated into a higher quality picture image. That is, the present 
device can obtain a higher-quality picture than the picture whose distortion at the time the image 
was made has already been eliminated " (page 3, paragraph 3; emphasis original). However, this 
suggestion contradicts the claim language. 

Claim 1, for instance, recites an apparatus "wherein the picture image conversion means 
eliminates distortion and converts to a high quality picture in a single step." If the claimed 
apparatus eliminates distortion from an image and converts it to a high-quality picture in a single 
step, then it cannot first eliminate distortion and then obtain a higher-quality picture. 

Sekine, in combination with Driscoll, suggests the claimed invention. Sekine discloses, 
"the invented arrangement gives a high-quality picture by minimizing the image distortion" (see 
column 6, lines 37-39). In other words, correcting the image results in a high-quality picture; 
therefore, correcting the distortion and converting to a high-quality picture is performed in a 
single step.
